mean the Christian religion,—or to use a 


better term Christianity. 


The Jews as such were very religious but 


not Christian and crucified the Christ we love 


and worship. 


It is not Religious Education 
The unbe­ 


liever cannot attain 
salvation 
by religious 


education. 
Man cannot be educated into sal­ 


vation. 
Furthermore religious education must 


be Christian before it can lift the child of God. 


It is not imitation of Christ. Christ is not 


merely the highest expression of religious life 
but God manifested in flesh, therefore salva­ 


tion cannot be attained by fashioning our 


lives on His pattern, by imitating Him or fol­ 


lowing Him as an example, for man cannot 


imitate God. the finite cannot imitate the 


infinite. 


It is not a code of ethics, a method of re­ 


form or an attainment of character, impor­ 


tant as these may be. 
The pruning of a 


tree is important but insufficient as long a* 


there is a worm at the root. 
Sin in the 


heart of man must be met. “But the natural 


man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of 


God: 
for they are foolishness unto Him; 
neither can He know them, because they are 
spiritually discerned” . 
“The carnal mind is 
enmity against God: for it does not submit 
itself to the law of God. neither indeed can 
be. 
So then they that are in the flesh can­ 
not please God”. 
Men are “by nature the 
children of wrath". 
How, then, can sinful, 
unbelieving man fulfill the principles of Jesus 
Christ until he first becomes a partaker of the 
Divine Nature. 
Some speak of “applying 
the principles of Jesus” as we would speak 
of Simonizing an automobile, 


It is not attained by Christianizing the so­ 
cial order. 
Salvation is intensely social in its 
results, not in its means of appropriation. Our 
duty is not to Christianize the nation, but to 
evangelize the nation. 


It is not received or attained by human 
righteousness. 
We become partakers of the 
Divine Nature, as a gift by grace through 
faith we receive the righteousness of God.

while 1500 
more who did not approve of the 
boulevard plan yet voted again** 
th© recall because they were told 
it would hurt the city. 
Th© Santa Ana boulevard whim 
through, 
and is & 
mighty 
nice 
boulevard, saving about a minute 
between Main street and the coun­ 
ty hosp!ta!. 
It should be a good 
boulevard, for it is costing this 
year SS cents per $100 valuation 
for ©very piece of Santa Ana real 
©wtixt©, exclusive of building* and 
improvements, and it will take 20 
years yet to pay for It. 
After becoming immersed in two 
such 
controversies 
and 
being 
"blacklisted” by th© financial and 
polit!cal power*, quite a number 
of us kept our organization to­ 
gether to effect some much-need­ 
ed chang#** in the last Santa Ana 
olty election, and then decided to 
make it « permanent body, county- 
wide in aooj>e, to effect tax re­ 
duction* and be an agency through 
which 
the average citizen could 
find expression in his striving for 
Justice and a more representative 
government. 
Our member* helped to kill the 
East Fourth street viaduct echeme 


after It cost the taxpayer* over 
$8000 for preliminary work. 
Support Growing 
Through publishing information 
and otherwise, we helped to eave 
the taxpayers of Santa Ana and 
Orange county 
many 
thousands 
of dollars last year, and we are 
happy to see further budget cuts 
and 
reductions 
being 
scheduled 
for 
thie 
year. 
The 
Associated 
Chambers of Commerce, a former 
“booster” organization, 
and 
the 
Farm Bureau recently Joined 
in 
the campaign, lending their su p ­ 
port to the move for low*er taxes. 
When we opposed the Sulphur 
Slide damsite, the 
Register 
op­ 
posed us—until the last day when 
a reporter saw* a sample of "foun- 
daution” melt In a glass of water.
